Nomenclatural Change in Sisyrinchium douglasii.— Anita F. Cholewa, Depart¬ 
ment of Plant Biology, University of Minnesota, St. Paul, MN 55108 and Douglass 
M. Henderson, Department of Biological Sciences, University of Idaho, Moscow, ID 
83843. 

Recent phylogenetic work in Sisyrinchium and its relatives by Goldblatt et al. 
(1990, Systematic Botany 15:497-510) has revived the genus Olsynium. The latter 
name was first used by Rafinesque (1836, New flora and botany of North America 
1:72) and generally included those species with terete stems, non-equitant leaves, 
pink to purple flowers, and a filament tube somewhat inflated at the base. The only 
North American species is Olsynium douglasii (A. Diet.) Bickn., found in the Pacific 
Northwest, the northern Intermountain Region, and California. The resurrection of 
the genus, with which we fully agree, requires that the following new combination be 
made.
